to stand for. 
To recognize a paper 


by inserting an advertisement 
of a 


local meeting inits columns 
is per- 


fectly proper; but to cut up a tbrea 
or four appointment poster into as 
many 
separate 
sheets, 
thereby 


doubling or trebling the cost, is an 
entirely different thing, and is not 
proper. 


While on this subject 
we might 


state 
for the 
information 
of our 


brother printers that much printing 
work for the county, paid for by the 
property 
holders 
of Amador, 
has 


been, and is being, sent out of the 
county to fatten city printers. 
The 


work could be, and has 
been
